THE GOVERNOR AND His PARTY BALKED 
‘AND DEFEATED. 
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Their Opponsnts in Possession of Repre- 
sentat've Hall ani cf the Militia— 
Only a Small Body of Volunteers 
to Support the Populists Ar- 
vives While theses Republicans 
Secure Large Re-Enforcements — A 
Chilly Nivht Behind the Barricades—In- 
cidents ofths Political War. 


TOPEKA, Kan., ‘Feb. 16,—The Republican 
House was still besieged in Representative 
Halithis morning and the force of State 
militia remained posted about the Capitol. 
Col. Hughes again declined to obey the Gov- 
ernor’s order to ejéctthe Republicans and 
the only resource the Governor has besides 
the regular militia are the three companies 
of provisidnal troops, composed of Populists, 
‘who sympathize with the Populist objects. 
They would doubtless make an attack to 
carry out an order to eject tn® Republicans. 

The refusal of Col. Hughes to obey the 
Governor's order has balked the Populist 
programme. 

The Governor will make no statement as to 
his plans forthe day. Gov. Lewelling vis- 
ited the House last night and was received 
with eyery mark of courtesy by the Repub- 
lican members. He demanded the imme- 
diate surrender of the hall, and said that 
unless this was done he would call upon the 
military to clear the House, and that several

companies of militia were stationed in the 
State house ready to carry out his orders. 
When asked by Mr. Greenlee of Keno if he 
would abide by the decision of the Supreme 
Court the Governor refused to reply. Ex- 
Gov. Osborne also addressed the members 
and appealed to them not to force the 
authorities to a war, which would be more 
destructive than any calamity that s¢gtion of 


the country had ever seen. 
THE SHERIFF STILL OBTREPEROUS. 


At 11 o’clock last night the Governor again 
called upon the Sheriff to summon a posse to 
preserve peace and the Sheriff again refused 
to obey. Col. Hughes appeared before the 
members of the House in uniform and told 
them that they had nothing tofear from 
bim. ne would rather resign his command, 
he said, than cafry outan order to eject the 
Republican House, and he knew that a ma- 
jority of his command would resign 
‘from the militia rather than exe- 
cute such an. order. He intimated 
that the orders tothe guards without relat- 
ting to the taking of provisions into the Ca pi- 
tol tor the use of the Representatives had 
been withdrawn and that members could 
procure provisions by letting down a string 
to the ground below. Acting upon this hint 

the members at once hoisted baskets of pro- 
“visions, suppited by their friends, through 
the windows and quickly broke their long 


. Davis and Breidenthal 
came into collision with the guards last 
night while returning from their lunch.

The Capitol on all sides was surrounded 
with soldiery and citizens. At every ap- 
proach to the building a picket line was 
maintained. No one was allowed inside 
without a vass signed by the Governor and 
countersigned. by the Adjutant-General. 
Legislators without passes stand no better 
chance of getting through the lines than the 
multitude of anxious and curious people 
who pack the streets. 

A FAMOUS WOMAN'S HUSBAND. 

Mr. Lease, the husband of the famous Mrs. 
Lease, after seeking for several hours in vain 
to get inside the Capitol to interview his 
spouse, started out in search of Gov. Lewel- 
Jing. In straggling lines, the State Militia 
paraded the streets from their quarters to 
the Capitol square. The watching and wait. 
ing horde of the Populists Kindled several 
bonfiresand mage themselves comfortable 
for the day.

whatever. Friends from thé outside took 
wWéll-filled baskets of provisions” tothe 
Capitol and the guards on duty allowed 
them io be drawn up into the hall by means 
of ropes. 

The Wichita Battery even went so far as to 
allow their gatling gun to be piaced in posi- 
tion, hat in no condition for use. An exam- 
ination of the piece showed that the very 
essential part of its mechanism had been re- 
moved, rendering it entirely useless. Oapt. 
Metcalf appeared to be eatly surprised 
when that fact was brougiit to his notice, 
and bringing his company into line he qués- 
tioned each man individually as to his know!- 
edge of the occurrence. Each one denied all 
knowledge of the gun being disabled, and the 
piece now stands in position apparently a 
dangerous implement of war, but in reality a 
useless piece. 

A DEMOCRAT ARRESTED FOR CONTEMPT. 

O. O. Clevinger, Sergeant - at- Arms of the 
Republican House, arrived in the city with 
L. Gunn of Labette Countyin charge. Gunn 
was arrested at Parsons yesterday on a 
charge of contempt for having refused to 
obey a subpoena to appear before the Repub- 


lican House Elections Committee. Mr. Gunn 


is a Democrat and desires to test the legality 
of the Republican House organization. 

Last night through his attorney he applied 
to the Supreme Court for a-writ of habeas 
corpus. He was released on bail and the 
case was set for hearing Friday. Mr. Gunn 
Claims his release on the ground that the Re- 
publican House is not a legally constituted 
body and has no authority to hold him in 
custody. On the decision in this case the 
legal status of the Republican House will de- 
pend. The Republicans hope to be able to 
hold possession of Representative Hall until 
it is decided. With this object in view they 
willendeavor to stand off the militia until 
Friday. 

The Populists had a plan to storm Repre- 
sentative Hall at 3 o’clock this morning, ex- 
pecting then to find the Republicans off their 
guard. Col. Hughes learned its details and 
apprised the Republican House of them, giv- 
ing them to understand at the same time 
that they had nothing to fear from him. 

COL. HUGHES DEPIES THE GOVERNOR. 

A little later he was summoned to the Gov. 
ernor’s office, where the plan was laid before 
him and he was ordered to carry it out. The 
Colonel informed the Governor in forcible 
language that he was on duty to maintain 
the peace and notto break it. The Repub- 
lican House, he said, was the legally consti. 
tuted House ofthe State of Kansas and he 
did rot propose to interfere with it in the 
transaction of its business. 

The Governor made reply that the Colonel 
would obey the order or be relieved from his 
command. 

The Colonel retorted that when the Gover - 
nor relieved him of his command Nis regi.

The Colonel's retort staggered the Gov- 
ernor and the Colonel's action embarrassed 
him tothat extenthe decidedto place no 
more reliance on the State troops. The com- 
mandants of nearly all the regiments in the 
State are hepublicans, as are thesubordinate 
officers, and should they be placed by the 
Governor in the same: position that Col, 
Hughes finds himself they would doubtless 
follow the precedent set by him. 

Among the thousands of people who arrived 
here this morning there were perhaps 500 
men who came from their homes under arms 
in response to the Republican and Populist 
calls for volunteers. Of these 500 men only 
about 100 were Populists, so that the rein- 
forcement of the provisional troops cannot 
be very effective. 

The call for volunteers has not met with so 
generala response as the dispatches from 
various points throughout the State indi- 
cated. This is due to two reasons; 
When the Republicans learned that .Col. 
Hughes, who had been placed in command of 
all the troops, would take no action hostile 
to them, they countermanded by wire. many 
of their requests for men, belleving them- 
selves to be masters of the situation. Then 
the Populists throughout the State, being 


mostly of the agricultural class, were hard 
to reach by wire and many ot them did not 
receive their newspapers until late this 
morning and consequently knew nothing of 
the serious nature of the condition of affairs. 
There are now onthe ground all told about 
500 State troops and an equal number of 
®rmed civilians. 
A CHILLY NIGHT. 

It was a cold, dreary night for the Repub- 
licans besieged in Representative Hall. The 
hard-hearted janitor of the Capitol building 
refused to turn on the heat, which he had 
turned off yesterday in the effort to literally 
freeze the Republicans’ out. The hall was 
miserably cold, and the Republicans were 
forced to engage in walking matches and 
other antics about the hall to keep up a free 
circulation of blood. Sleep was out of the 
question. The members, however, had the 
comfort of tood, which fhe military guards 
in the grounds below kindly allowed to be 
hoisted through the windows. Ar 4 
o’clock this morning six gasoline stoves 
were hoisted the windows, 
and the members gathered about 
them in squads to absorb what neat they af- 
forded. Card parties were formed by some 
of the members, and that amusement served 
to pass the dreary hours. The sledge- hammer 
with which Speaker Douglass broke down 
the door to the House yesterday and which 
he usedasa gavel during the day, reposed 
on the Speaker's desk. a symbol at once of 
force and authority.’ The notice from Col.

. HUGHES RELIEVED. 

At 10 o’clock: Gov. Lewelling, as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the state troops, relieved 
Col. Hughes of his command of troops, but 
permitted himto retain his commission as 
Colonel of the sd regiment. At the same 
time Gov. Lewelling assumed active com- 
mand of the troops, establishing his head- 
quarters in the private executive office, 

The Republicans made a move at 11 o’clock 
which made them absolute masters of the 
situation. Sheriff Wilkerson, a Republican, 
and Col. Hughes, commandant of the militia, 
held a consultation with the Republican lead- 
ers, the result of which was that all the 
armed forces excepting the Populist pro- 
visional companies, should be placed under 
the Sheriff’s command as peace officer of the 
county. The Sheriff announced that he pro- 

d to take charge of the Capitol and to 
relieve it and the Republican House from 
a state of siege. The militia having 
agreed to submit to the Sheriff’s authority 
this plan was made easy of accomplishment. 
The Sheriff concluded that he alone isthe 
peace Officer of this county and that, unless 
he demands it, the Governor has no right to 
call out the militia. Late last night 
he informed the Governor that he 
would preserve the peace of this 
county without any interference from the 
Chief Executive of the State, and todo this 
began organizing a force to take full charge 
of the State House square, to the exclusion of 
the military forces. The Sheriff expected 
but little resistance from the military forces, 
asa majority of the officers and enlisted men 
are in fullsympathy with the Republicans. 
Many of the members of the military compa- 
Dies were sworn ju as Deputy Sheriffs. 

Sheriff Wilkerson received a telegram from 
the ex-Sheriff of Jefferson County just before 
noon that a force of sixty armed men were 
on thetrain coming to Topeka to assist the 
Populists. The Sherif! promply ordered a 
large force Of deputies to go with 
him to the depot to meet the 
invading force. The Sherif established 
three recruiting stations this morning and 
swore in all who would volunteer as depu- 
ties. One thousand deputies, including a 
number of stadents from the State University 
and from Baldwin and Washburn Colleges, 
had been mustered at noon. 


THE SHERIFF’S PROCLAMATION. 
At 10:80 o’clock Sheriff WilKerson appeared 
in the lobby of the Copeiand House and 
read a proclamation, stating that he be-

As soon asthey signed, they were sworn In 
and were given the insigna of office and 
were ordered to remain within calling dis- 
tance. A. B. Campbell, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral under Gov. Humphrey’s adininistra- 
tion, . was chosen chief deputy. 

At 11 o’clock a deputation of about thirty 
students of the State University armed with 
wooden guns arrived. ‘The troop was com- 
manded by Capt. J. A. Rush of 
Lawrence. They marched from the depot 
through the principal streets to the 
Capitol. They drew up in line before the 
Ninth street gate and gave three hearty yells 
for their school. In their ranks were many 
members of the foot ball team, including A. 
F. Sherman, C. W. Dunn and Dean Foster. 
At the Copeland Hotel ali those of legal age 
signed the calis made by Sheriff Wilkerson 
for deputies and were. sworn in. 

THE GOVERNOR BLUFFS. 

At II o’clock Gov. Lewelling sent notice to 
the Republican House that unless they 
vacated the hall within fifteen minutes he 
would clear it by force. The only attention 
paid to the order by the Republicans was to 
place additional guards at the doors and 
nerve themselve to resist the promised as- 
sault. The Governor at noon had failed to 
carry out his threat. 

A wagon load of provisions, enough to keep 
the occupants of the house supplied for 
twenty-four hours, drove up to the west 
wing of the entrance of the State 
House about noon. The Captain in 
command of the company on guard 
relieved his men from guard duty as the 
wagon arrived, and everything it contained 
was hurried into the hall without hindrance. 
As soon as this was accomplished the sol- 
diers again went on duty.

WITCHITA REPUBLICANS EXCITED. 


— — 


THEY PROPOSE TO STAND BY THE DOUGLASS 
HOUSE—MILITIA SENTIMENT. 


Wicuwa, Kan., Feb. 16.—On the same train 
which carried the militiato Topeka were a 
couple of hundred citizens of Wichita, mostly 
Republicans, whose avowed purpose in going 
to Topeka was to support the Republican 


Legislature and maintain it againstany force 
that might be arrayed on the opposite side. 
The greatest excitement has prevailed ever 
since the order was received from Topeka 
calling out the militia, and meetings of 
citizens and semi military organizations 
have been beld at short intervals, at all of 
which resolutions were passed condemnatory 
of the State Administration and pledging all 
the aid called for by the Republicans. Fast 
night Garfield Post, G. A. R., held an .— 
meeting which was attended by hosts of 
citizens, and at which the following resolu- 
tions were adopted amid the wildest enthus- 
ism. 

Whereas, L. D. Lewelling, as Governor of the 
State of Kansas, has violated the constitution of our 
State by aiding an alleged body of men to usurp the 
powers of the House of Repzsesentatives, and in fur- 
therance of such usurpation has called the militia of 
the State to his assistance; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That as old soldiers and "citizens of the 
city of Wichita, we offer our assistanee to George 
L. Douglass, Speaket, and his fellow members of 
the legaliy elected and organized House and stand 
ready to attend such body as guards. 

Inis resolution embodies the sentiments 
contained in all resolutions passed at the 
several meetings. its passage was followed 
by a call for volunteers,and everybody at the 
meeting handed in thelr names asready to 
go to Topeka whenever called upon. A com- 
mittee was appointed toorganize the volun- 
teers into a regularly constituted military 
company. 

J. R. Holwell sald that during the four 
years and a haif he had fought for the Union 
he had never witnessed a greater intensity ot 
feeling manifested than there was here when 
the telegram was received from Gov. Lewell- 
ing ordering a Gatling gun to Topeka. He 
thought the-time for action had arrived when 
Speaker Douglass should be given to under- 
stand that he would be upheld; that if the 
rights of the Republican House were suffered 
to be trampled under foot the vet- 
erans around him dad shed their 
blood for naught thirty years ago 
and that Gov. Lewelling and his followers 
must at once be compelled to recognize the 
legal House or be declared traitors and take 
the consequences of the civil war which their 
refusal would precipitate. 

Representatives of the Sons of Veterans 
announced the readiness of that organiza- 
tion to defend the position of the Republi- 
cans. The sentiment prevalling among the 
militiamen was voiced by one member of 
tne battery, who said: If this gun ever 
goes off it wont Kill a Republican. 


REPUBLICAN SUPPORT FROM LEAVENWORTH. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Feb. 16.—Last night, 
a large meeting of Republicans was held in 
the Chickering Hall.

Full and Complete Annexation of the 
Islands Recommended, 


TEXT OF THE TREATY SIGNED BY FOS-| 


TER AND THE COMMISSIONERS. 


The Debt of Hawall to Be Assumed by 
the United states, Which Shall Fay 
$20,000 snnvally to the Dethroned 
Queen— The Froposed Government to 
Be Modsled: After That of Alaska 
Chinese to Be Parred Out— The Pres- 


ident’s Argument. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16.—The treaty 
providing for the annexation of the Hawall- 
an Islands to the United States is now in pos- 
session of the Senate. It was transmitted by 
President Harrisons yesterday, but not made 
public until to-day. 

The message of the President is betef. It 
states that it was deemed more desirable to 
fully annex the Islands than to estabiish a 
protectorate. The President says the over- 
throw of the monarchy was not in any way 
promoted by this Government; that the 
restoration of Lilloukalani is unde. 
sirable if not impossible, and that 
unless actively supported by the 
United States would be accompanied by seri- 
ous disaster and the disorganization of all 
business interests. He says that it is essen- 
tial that none of the other great powers shall 
secure these islands. Such a _ possession 
would not consist with our safety and with 
the peace of the world. He urges prompt 
action upon the treaty. If it 
meets the approval of the Sen- 
ate peace and good order will de 
secured tothe islands under existing laws 
untilsuch timeas Oongresscan provide by 
legislation a permanent form of government 
for theisiands.

His 
father, William Gresham, was. Sheriff of the 
backwoods county, and he died the death of 
a brave officerin the discharge of his duty. 
An outlaw named Sipes had defied arrest and 
terrorized a dozen officers, William Gresham 
sought him and arrested him at a dance. The 
Sherfff was unarmed ana Sipes shot him dead 
with his rifle, Judge Gresham was 2 years 
old then, next tothe youngest of five small 
children. 

In his boyhood he followed the plough by 
day and studied his books at night. His ed- 
ucation was gained bythe hardest kind of 
work and self-denial. His mother was poor 
but plucky andshe managed the farm and 


kept the family together. She lives on the 


old place yet, and her distinguished son pays 
an annual visit there. Walter went to the

office. Here he studied law, having entered 
his name in the office of Judge WM. A. Porter. 
He was admitted to the bar when 22 years old 
and began to practice. 

He wasa Whig in politics and joined the 
Republican party as soon as it was organized. 
His law partner was a delegate to the con- 
vention which nominated John C. Fremont 
for the Presidency in 1856. Young 
Gresham stumped the State for 
**the Pathfinder. He was nomi- 
nated for the Legislature in 1860 as a 
Republican and was elected, though his dis- 
trict hada normal Democratic majority of 
500. As Chairman of the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs he brought forward and had 
passed a militia bill which placed Indiana on 
almost a war footing. Hewas a valuable 
coadjutor of War Gov. Morton, who leaned 
upon him and gave him hisconfidence. He 
aided in procuring the assent of the Indiana 
Legislature tothe proposalto the Legisla- 
ture of Virginia foraconference of repre- 
sentatives of the border States at Washing- 
ton. 

HIS MILITARY RECORD. 

There was a military company in Corydon 
called the Spencer Rifies. Young Gresham 
was its captain. When the war broke out 
his constituents wanted to re-elect him 
tothe Legislature, but the young military 
captain was too ardent a patriot. He en- 
listed asia private in the Thirty-eighth 
Regiment. Almost immediately he was made 
its lleutenant-colonel. He first saw service 
at Shiloh. Then he helped Gen. Veeche be- 
siege Corinth. At Vicksburg he met Grant. 
After the surrender, Grant and Sherman 
united in recommending Gresham for a brig- 
adier’s commission and he received it. He 
was shot in the knee while in command ofa 
division of Sherman’s army at Leggett’s Hill 
before Atlanta. Gen. Gresham has never 
fully recovered the use of that shattered leg. 
At one time Gresham was placed in com- 
mand of the post and district of Natchez. 
His government of that turbulent city was so 
wise and judicious that it is spcken of to this 
day. His great difficulty was with the cotton 
speculators and cotton thieves. When they 
found an incorruptible man in command they 
resorted to every device and subterfuge to 


| found him a man ot his word. 


When Gresham was ready to stump to the 


| front again the war had ended. In 1863 he 


was brevetted Major-General, and being 
mustered out began the practice of law 
at New. Albany, Ind. When Gen. Grant 
became President he offered Gen. 
Gresham the collectorship of the port 
of New Orleans and subsequently the 
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President Arthur called him from the 
bench to become a member of his Cabinet 
in 1883. He took the portfolioleft vacant by 
the death of Postmaster-General Howe. One 
of the notable incidents of his career as Post- 
master-General was his exclusion of the 
Louisiana ttery Co. from the use of the 
mails, and this he accomplished in spite of 

werful pressure. Near the close of Presi- 

ent Arthur’s term, on the death of Secre- 
tary Folger, Judge Gresham was appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury, a position which 
he held but a short time. Although one of 
the youngest, he was always one of the 
most trusted of President Arthur’s advisers. 
His judicial quality of mind, his sense of 
fairness and his even temper made him a 
valuable coadjutor in such a position. He 
shared President Arthur’s views with respect 
to a revision of the tariff and a reduction of 
the surplus revenue. One of his last acts as 
a member of the Administration was a 
speech delivéred in Wall street to the busi. 
ness men of New York, in which, although 
Blaine, the Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent. was daily turning every protectionist 
argument to account in the canvass, he 
maintained that there was no legitimate ex- 
cuse for the heavy burdens of popular taxa- 
tion. That circumstance alone, his friends 
claimed with good reason, proved him inde- 
pendent of party discipline. 

Gresham’s fancy was always for the bench, 
though he was in a very retired position dur- 
ing- his twelve years as District Judge, 
and in 1880 his friends tempted him to become 
a candicate for United States Senator 
against Benjamin Harrison. When he re- 
signed his Cabinet position it was to become 
United States Judge for the Seventh Judicial 
District. He has held court for several 
years in Chicago and his decisions have been 

ecognized and accepted as the embodi- 

ent of fairness and legal accuracy. In re- 
cent years his decision in the famous 0 
strike cases is one of the most notable. It 
made him thousands of friends among organ- 
ized labor. 
His FAMOUS WABASH DECISION. 

His most famous decision was inthe Wa- 
bash cases in 1886, When he gave Jay Gould 
such a hard blow that that astute railroad 
magnate could only gasp out a sneer about 
Gresham being ambitious for the presidency. 
The ‘‘Wabash system’’ has been described as 
the masterpiece of Jay Gould’s genius. In 
the spring of 1884 it was composed of no less 
than 3 separate original corpora- 
tions, controlling nearly 5,000 miles of rail- 
way in the six States of Ohio, Michigan, In- 
diana, IIlinois, Missouri and Iowa. It 
had a _ consolidated capital of over 
$50,000,000 and a bonded indebtedness 
of nearly $80,000,000. Commencing in 1879, 
Gould, Russell Sage, Sidney Dillon and Solon 
Humphreys obtained control first of one 
bankrupt railroad and then of another, all 
heavily in debt and most ot them inthe 
hands of receivers, until they had secured a 
network of railways. They were not onlya 
network, but a glittering web in which it 
was proposed to catch many financial files. 

Each separate road had its separate in- 
debtedness—and all that it could carry. A 
$50,000,000 mortgage was placed on the entire 
system, a large portion of which was sold in 
England. The system was also stocked to 
the extent of some $50,000,000, one-half of it 

referred stock, and the most was duly mar- 
feted on Wall street and in London. In 1579, 
1880 and 1881 everything was booming,6 per 
cent dividends were solid, the preferred 
stock sold at 9andthe bonds at par. But 
the system did not earn the money to pay 
these dividends, nor scarcely enough to pay 
the interest on the separate mortgages witao 
running expenses. 

The heroic treatment of the system by Mr. 
Gould and his associates had the effect heroic 
treatment often has on other kinds of sys- 
tems. It broke down, and one day in me 
1884, Gen. Wager Swayne, attorney for Gould 
and all his friends, appeared before Judge 
Treat at St. Louis and filed a bill in equity on 
behalf of the Wabash company, asking for the 
appointment of a recelver. Judge Treat re- 
ferred him to Judge Brewer at Leavenworth, 
and Swayne went thither and obtained 
the order privately from the Judge, securing 
the appointment of men selected by 
himseli—Solon Humphreys and Thomas E. 
Tutt—as receivers. This was all done with- 
out notice to any creditor, and on behalf of 
the debtor company itself, Humphreys and 
Tutt being intimate associates with Gould. 
Amongthe first things these receivers did 
was to pay out of the receipts of the road as 
fast as they could certain advances that 
Messrs. Gould, sage and Dillon made, totally 
oblivious of the fact that they were but ordi- 
nary creditors, if at all, and that the mort- 
gage creditors must be paid first. In fact,

FOR PRESIDENTIAL HONORS, 

Judge Gresham was a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for President in 1884, 
and again in 1888. In 1888 he received 111 
votes on the first ballot in the convention; 
his vote rose to 123 on the third ballot, and 
then dwindled to 59 onthe eighth and last. 
The People’s party inconvention at Omaha 
last July turned to him, and the nomination 
was his until he positively refusedit. Judge 
Gresham was considered the ideal can- 
didate by the Pupulists because of his 
life-long opposition to tyranny, oppression 
and injustice ofany sort. He was an anti- 
monopolist, a hater of corruptionists, and 
never in sympathy with the high tariff views 
of his old party. It was at Indianapolis in 
1888, Just before the election of Harrison, and 
the exposure of the blocks of five’’ and 
other methods by which Indiana had been 
carried by Dudley and his fellow corruption- 
ists that Judge Gresham said these ringing 
words to a WORLD reporter: 

There ought to de a reform in our State 
elections, and unless the State takes steps to 
stop corruption atthe polls a condition of 
affairs will be produced to which the rebel- 
lion will not be a circumstance. 

It is the Pharisees who are doing this. It 
is men of prominence and respectability who 
raise these large sums of money, knowing 
the use that they will be put too, men who 
deal openly in corruption one day and go to 
church the next. 

It is these men who bring disgrace upon 
the State. You may convict a hundred—yes, 
even a thousand—obecure voters for bribery, 
but the effect upon a community would be as 
nothing compared to that which would 
follow the conviction of one prominant 
man,’ 

REVOLT AGAINST. M’KINLEYISM. 

Judge Gresham’s final revolt against the 
party at whose birth he had assisted came 
during the last campaign. He announced 
his intention of voting for Grover Cleveland 
in the followingletter, dated Oct. 27, 1892, 
and addressed to Maj. Bluford Wilson, who 
was Solicitor of the Treasury under Grant: 


To Hon, Bluford Wilson, Springfield, Iil.: 

DEAB MAJOR —I have your letter ofthe ‘21st inst. 
I did tell yuu at Springfield that after mature refiec- 
tion I had determined to vote for Mr. Cleveland this 
fall because I agree in the main with his views 
on the tariff and did not believe in 
the principles embodied in the McKin- 
ley bill. Ladheretothat determination and have 
said nothing indicating a change of purpose. It is 
not true that with my knowledge or consent the 
President was asked to * me to any office. It 
is not true that I requested any one to say or do any- 
thing to obtain the Republican nomination this 
year; it is not true that I voted for Mr. Cleveland in 
1888. I voted the Republican ticket at eyery presi- 
dential election since the pacer was organized, ex- 
cept in 1864, when I was not able to go the polls. 

Republicans were pledgea to a reduction of the 
war tariff long before 1858, and during the cam- 
paign of that year the pledge was renewed with em- 
phasis again and again. Instead of keeping that 
promise the McKinley bill was passed, imposing 
still higher duties. It was passedin the interest of 
favored classes, and not for the benefit of the whole 
people. It neither enhanced the price of farm prod- 
ducts nor benefited labor. Wages are and ever will 


be regulated by supply and demand. Duties

Milwaukee Millers on the Trust—Pig Iron

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 16.—The leading 
millers of Milwaukee say they have heard 
nothing whatever relative to the Millers’ 
Trust further than that which was pub- 
lished yesterday. 

It any combination or trust has been 
formed,’’ said Harry Sanderson, Milwaukee 
millers have been simply left out. They 


were not even invited to consider the mat- 
ter. I Know the Sanderson mill is non-trust 
and has not been asked to go into any, and I 
know of no mili in the city that has 
been requested to join. It is a fact that the 
millers of the country have an association 
forthe regulation of various matters con- 
stantly coming up, but that association has 
nothing to do with a trust and is in none. If 
a milling trust has been formed it has been 
by a few mills only, and that would be of no 
value. I should like to see something of the 
kind formed, but do not belie¥e millers can 
ever get together to that extent. 

W. H. Seamans of the Northwestern Miller 
said there was no truth whatever in the re- 
port, and that notrust had been formed by 
any millers in the country. ‘‘The Millers’ 
Association,’’ he said, takes up the various 
questions for the benefit of the trade, such 
as the regulation of the bag trade, the urging 
of more uniform bills of lading laws, Ste., 
but they have never gone into the ‘trust 
movement. 


THE PIG-IRON SITUATION. 
CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 16.—The Jron Trade 
Review says: The ore interests centered in 
Cleveland are closely watching the pig-iron 
situation, as it has developed in the valley 


and at Pittsburg the pastfew weeks. Ore- 
selling firms find the course of the pig-iron 
market a more reliable index of furnace- 
men’s attitude than the gossip about an 
enormous Mesaba output that has been used 
to hammer down prices.

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1 Kansas SITUATION. 

Should the civil strife which now seems | 
imminent in . break out and the soil 
of that unfortunate State be stained with 
the blood of her citizens it is impossible to 
see how the Republican leaders and those 
supporting them in their attempt to retain 
a hold upon the State government by force 
and arms can avoid the larger part of the 
responsibility for such a calamity. 

Unprejudiced observers of all parties 
must admit that the Populists hold 
the trump. cards in the game. 
The claim of the Populist House to 
be the legally constituted lower branch of 
the Legislature may be based on wrongs 
done, but is practically unassailable. It 
has the recognition of the Governor and 
the Senate, the legality of whose authority 
is not questioned. Having this recogni- 
tion of State authorities from whose decis- 
ion in political questions there is no appeal, 
and controlling the legislative and execu- 
tive machinery of the Government, the 
Populist position is impregnable. In any 
appeal fog Federal interference to preserve 
order the President could not in law avoid 
recognizing the Populist government as 
the de facto government of the State. 

The Republican, House, on the other. 
hand, stands upon no ground except its 
own claim to legal organization, which is 
not recognized by the Governor or the 
other branch of the Legislature. The 
questions at issue being wholly political, 
itis not probable that the courts, unless 
slavishly submissive to partisan influ- 
ences, would consent to pass upon them. 
The Republicans, therefore, cannot hope 
to maintain their position except by an 
overawing demonstration of force or 
armed resistance which could only be re- 
garded as a revolutionary movement to 
subvert the constituted authorities of 
Kansas. 

The Kansans have proved that they are 
fighting people, and if this course should 
be persisted in blood will be shed. But we 
indulge the hope that strife will be averted 
and that the patriotism and good sense of 
the people will save the State from the dis- 
grace of riot and fratricidal war. The 
American people have a better way than 
this of settling political disputes. They 
have open to them an appeal to the polls 
for the vindication of rights and the re- 
dress of wrongs.

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A POLITICAL CRIME. 


The details of the Hawaiian treaty are 
not yet fully known, but there is reason to 
fear they will. confirm the worst forebod- 
ings concerning that stealthy scheme for 
deluding and defrauding the American 
people. 

Conspiracy is written all over this trans- 
action. No work of so great magnitude 
has ever before been performed so quickly 
and everything points to a prearranged 
understanding between the commissioners 
from Hawaii and the Administration at 
Washington. Only three or four hurried 
conferences have been held and hence 
the surmise is justifiable that the Presi- 
dent, or at least the Secretary of State, 
was aware of the coming revolution and 
had stocked the cards for a cut-and-dried 
game. The ups and downs of Spreckels’ 
sugar company during the past few 
months, until now inexplicable, are 
luminous with intelligibility in the light 
of recent events. And the evidence is 
equally strong that others, perhaps Sen- 
ators, were in the confidence of the great 
sugar man and had been carefully coached 
to play the part preparedforthem. The 
treaty is the outcome of the conspiracy. 

The Administration has bequeathed its 
successor another white elephant. Pres- 
ident Harrison has added another perplex- 
ing difficulty to the many with which 
President Cleveland must deal. As if the 
obligations already piled up were not 
enough, as if an empty treasury, a 
tangled currency and a mass of 
overwhelming indebtedness were not 
dangers too numerous to face, this 
last and crowning problem has been 
created by the outgoing Executive in its 
last days, The Harrison Administration 
has loaded the Government with a 
Hawaiian problem which Mr. Cleveland 
will have to solve. 

The sugar bounty expected by Spreckels 
and the other planters will amount to not 
less than $5,000,000. Of course this atroc- 
ity may be repealed, but the acqui- 
sition of Hawaii will make the 
repe@l more difficult, as the same subtle 
influences which have made the conspiracy 
successful will be used in the lobby to pre- 
vent repeal. A cable from San Francisco 
to Honolulu will be demanded ostensibly 
for military, naval, strategic purposes, 
but really to provide sugar men who own 
the plantations with news of the market 
and for other financial purposes. The an- 
nual cost of Hawaii will be not less than 
$20,000,000, including the naval establish- 
ment, which will have tobe maintained 
to protect the acquisition and keep up 
‘prestige. To meet this the island will pro- 
vide but little revenue; The balance will 
be borné by the people of the United 
States, who will get not a dollar’s worth 
of benefit.

Mr. Kempner has introduced a bill at 
Albany providing fora vote of the peoble of 
this city upon the question of permitting 
licensed saloons to open their doors on Sun- 
day after Io clock in the afternoon. 

That is the right way to settle the question. 
It is one which concerns only the people of 
the city, and they alone should decide it. The 
conditions of life and the habits of the people 
here are radicaily different from those 
that prevail elsewhere in the State. It is 
not right that the people here should have 
their habits regujated by laws not adapted 
to their conditions, however perfectly those 
laws may fit other parts of the State. This 
local matter should be determined by local 
vote. 

On its practical side there are strong rea- 
sons for permitting the saloons to open after 
1o’clock on Sundays. They are already open 
as to their side doors on Sunday not only af 
ter, but before 1 o’clock, and there is reason 
to believe that this surreptitious opening is 
far worse in its effects than authorized open- 
ing would de. 5 

The feeling is very strong in this commu- 
nity that the law which closes the saloons on 
Sunday while leaving the clubs open is one 
unjustiy discriminating between the rich and 
the poor. There isastill stronger feeling 
that it interferes unwarrantably with the 
habits and the comforts of a large and per- 
fectly reputable part of our population—the 
multitudes who are accustomed to have beer 
with their dinners or at other times, and 
who must either change their practice once a 
week or ald in a violation of law. 

These opinions were strongly held by the 
late Dr. Howard Crosby, who advocated Sun- 
day opening. They are held now by the Rev, 
Dr. Rainsford and many other clergymen 
and advocates of temperate living. They 
commend themselves to every fair and un- 
fanatical mind. 

Let us have a vote on the question.

This was so 
much more than they ever expected to get 
that the members parted with their 
rights very freely and the man from 
Baltimore went East loadad with claims. A 
Short time after this a dividend of 70 per 
cent on the indebtedness of the supreme 
body was declared by the receivers, and 
those mbers who had sold found that they 
had deabad bargain. There were still 
many claims outstanding though, the mem- 
bership in St. Louis having been 8,000. 

Ata mass meeting of the members of the 
various councils held at Bauman’s Hall,a 
resolution was passed autborizing Louls R. 
Tatum to collect the claims of the members 
of the circles there represented. 

MR. TATCM’S AGREEMENT.

DEERING’S BILL DEFBATED. 

The House sat down onthe Deering high 
license hill this morning by a vote of 72 to 55. 
This is the bill which requires that the mini- 
mum license for saloons shall 
not fali below $1,000 per year 
for State, county and city purposes. 
The passage of sucha bill would require St. 
Louis saloon -Keepers to pay at least $350 per 
year on the amount now exacted. The bill 
came up as a special order and a long debate 
followed. Representative Davidson of 
Marion County offered an amendment and 
when he began changes in the Dill were sug- 
gested from all parts ofthe chamber. Davis 
of Taney County wanted the present license 
reduced in cities of over 20,000 population. 
Bond of St. Louis, also wanted the Dill 
changed. He thought the city could fix its 
own license. The enemies of the bill then 
moved to lay Bond’s amendmeat on the table 
to kill the bill. Supporters of high license 
shouted that such a motion if carried would 
take the bill with it and the House conse- 
quently bad an abundance of information on 
parliamentary rule. The motion to table 
was carried by a vote of 73 to 55. 

THE 8T. LOUIS VOTE. 

The St. Louls delegation voted asa unit to 
table despite the energetic missionary work 
of Ben Deering. 

At the close of the morning session Mr. 
Deering said that the opposition of Represent- 
ative Paul E. Moore of Mississippi County 
had resulted in disaster. Moore is the Chalir- 
man of the Committee on Criminal Jurispru- 
dence, which favorably reported the Dill. 
Mr. Deering sald that Mr. Moore was piqued 
because Davidson had the bill made a special 
order for to-day without consulting him. The 
slaughter of the Deering bill simply means 
that the Senate bill raisingthe State license 
from $50 to $100 per year will pass. This in- 
creases the State revenue to the extent of 
$250,000 per year. Moore of Mississippi 
has an amendment which provides 
for the appointment of an excise co:nmis- 
sioner for St. Louis alone, who shall have

GETTING AT THE FACTS, 


Important Disclosures Will Pe Made in 
the Panama Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 16.— The facts 
drawn out by investigation of the Fellows 
Panama Committee in New York yesterday 
are important. The committee adjourned to 
meet in this city, when the lead struck yes- 
terday in the examination of Banker Selig- 
man will be followed up by the production 
of his books showing what became of the 
vast sums placed in the American Com- 
mittee’s’’ hands. 

An interesting point to be developed is the 
part taken by the American Committee in the 
acquirement ofthe Panama Rallway by the 
Canal company. A telegram from New York 
to-day says, that Col. A. L. Rives when asked 
regarding a telegraphic dispatch from 
Panama, which said that M. Mange, a 
representative of the Panama Canal liquida- 
tor, will be appointed General Superinteud- 
ent of the Panama Bailway Co., to succeed 
Mr. Rives, after the annual meeting injApril, 
when a new board ot directors will be chosen, 
Col. Rives said the report was untrue and 
added: There is no talk, so far as I know, 
about my not returning to my post as Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Panama Rall - 
road Co. This message is simply in 
line with many of similartenor. They have 
been sent, I believe, for the purpose of in- 
fluencing public sentimentin America, and 
thus a telegram comes just as the Congres- 
sional committee is meeting in New York. 
The object is to get the people here to be- 
lieve that France as a Government is trying 
to get possession of the isthmus, not only 
to steamships lately put on, but also to the 
management by a Frenchman of the Panama 
Railroad Co. Accordingly M. Mange is men- 
tioned as my successor, which is simply 
twaddle, 


BANKER SELIGMAN’S TESTIMONY. 

New York, Feb. 16.—The Congressional 
Committee investigating the American 
branch ofthe Panama scandal struck the 
first lead of importance yesterday that has 
developed since it began work. The witness 
before the committee was Jesse Seligman of 
the banking-house of J. & W. Seligman & Co. 
He told about the creation of the American 
Committee, its purpose and the sums of 
money given toit by De Lesseps to assist in 
overcoming opposition in this country to the 
building of the canal.’’ 

Thompson was first approached on the 
subject of accepting the American chairman- 
ship by Mr. Seligman, in a letter addressed 
to him in the West in becember of 1880. 

„What was his reply?’’ 

That he could not think of accepting 
such a position without consulting the Presi- 
dent (Mr. Hayes). 

Subsequently Mr. Thompson wrote that he 
was free to accept the place, if offered. 

What evidence had you tnat Mur. Hayes 
gave his assent to Mr. Thompson’s accepting 
the place?’’ 

„Nothing, except the statement of Mr. 
Thompson. 

„Mr. Hayes never told you so?“ 

No, sir. 

The place had been offered dy Mr. Seligman 
to Gen. Grant, by authority of De Lesse ps, 
with a salary of $25,000 for his lifetime. Gen. 
Grant declining, the American committee 
suggested Thompson, and De Lesseps replied 
that he would giadly appoint him. Mr. Sel. 
igman admitted that he was aware that the 
effort to obtain subscriptions in Paris for the 
Panama Canal in 1879 had failed, because of 
the apprehension in France that the United 
States was hostile, and would put in force the 
Monroe doctrine, 

„It was necessary to then overcome the 
opposition in the United States, and the com. 
— was appointed to accomplish that ob. 


De Lesseps formed a powerful banking syn- 
dicate abroad and in this country, and 
allowed them 2 per cent on the $300,000,000 of 
stock and 38800, 000, 000 of bonds, which had 
been or were to be issued by the canal com- 
pany, The members of the syndicate in this 
country were the American Committee. 

Something was tobe done for the remu- 
neration granted?“ said Col. Fellows. Now 
tell us, Mr. Seligman, What you did to earn 
your compensation.

NEw York, Feb. 16.—The Rules Committee 
of the National League, which have been in 
session here, have completed their work and 


gave out last evening the following synopsis 
of the report they will make to the League 
March 5: 

1. No enlargement of the infield now in use. 

2. Removal of the pitcher from his present posi- 
tion to the center of the infield; abolish the pitcher’s 
box, and substitute therefore a 8 plat cov- 
ering a 12-inch space to which the pitcher will be 
confined. 

3. Abolition of the flat bat. 

4. Alucid definition of a balk. 

5. .A simplification of the rules pertaining to the 
actual playing ofa game. 

6. The codifring of all rules applying to the 
duties, powers and responsibilitfes of umpires. 

- Arule governing official scorers, which pro- 
vides that a player who makes a sacrifice hit which 
advances a base- runner shall not be charged with a 
time at bat. 

The rule governing the pitcher seems to 
indicate that the box will be abolished and 
the pitcher allowed to deliver the ball from 
behina a foot-wide mark sixty-three feet

to receive any lasting nefits, and find the 
difficulties of navigation during the low- 
water season, from August to December, 
greater than ever.’’ 
The great antagonism tbat the friends of 
the Lower Mississippi River improvement 
have always met in going before Congress 
for appropriations has arisen from the 
fact that the enemies of river improvements 
meet them with the argument, that it is ‘‘im- 
practicable and a waste of money. And it 
is only after a severe contest that any con- 
siderable sums of money are ever appropria- 
ted for this purpose. 

Now, with a knowledge ofthe fact, that in 
the last twelve years some $16,000,000 has 
been —— by the Mississippi River Com- 
mission between Oairo and New Orleans, and 
some $4,000,000 more between St. Louis and 
Cairo, the declaration of Mr. Haarsticx that 
no benefit has resulted to navigation, will be 
a confirmation ofthe claim of our our op- 
ponents, which will be difficult to overcome 
or explain. 

That, coupled with the further declaration 
1 members of the Mississippi River Com- 
miSsion, according to Mr. Haarstick, that 
it will take at least fifty years to complete 
the improvements, provided Congress makes 
no increase in the appropriations beyond 
those voted in the last twenty years. 

While inthe abstract these statements are 
comparatively true, it occurs to me they are 
misleading and damaging, irom the fact that 
the inference is, to those not acquainted 
with the system adopted by the commission 
forthe improvement of navigation, and do 
not know how the $20,000.000 has been ex- 
pended, must naturally conclude, if naviga- 
tion is more dificult now than it 
was twelve years 
amount of money 
appropriated, and should be discontinued. 
A brief explanation of the facts in the case 
seems necessary for the ultimate success.of 
the great undertaking, which with perse- 
verance and wise councils, there can be no 
doubt of succeeding in the end. 

The magnitude and the cost of this im- 
provement are the only two things that have 
been misapprehended, or underestimated. 
The entire practicability of it can never be 
doubted by those who are capable of com- 
prehending the value of the system of water- 
ways throughout the Mississippi Valley ‘to 
coming generations. Everyone recognizes 
the Mississippi River as the main oer and 
outlet to this vast system of navigable 
streams, and hence the importance of its 
first being made permanently and practic- 
ably navigable for the commerce that will 
always seek this great avenue to the ocean. 

In the incipient stages of this work it 
was several years before a practical system 
could be agreed upon by the different en- 
gineers consulted. 

And it was claimed by some sanguine ex- 
perts, that if the Government spent fifty 
millions in experimenting, it ought not to be 
considered a waste of money, if the experi- 
ments resulted in determining the proper 
plan to proceed, and in finally accomplishing 
the object. 

The Missouri River Commission, which was 
appointed in 1880, after due observation and 
consultation, agreed in the main as to the 
best and most practical plan to proceed; 
and although laboring under mauy disad- 
vantages, the principal of which were re- 
strictions by Congress and a fallure to ap- 
propriate sufficient moneys to push the 
work, and to do it economically, they have 
done, as admitted by Mr. Haarstick, all that 
was possible with the means at their dis- 
posal. This work may, even yet, be consid- 
ered partially experimental, and as it is the 
first river of its peculiar character the Gov- 
ernment has ever attempted to radically im- 
prove, there is some excuse for going 
slow with so gigantic an undertaking 
It is truly unfortunate for those engaged in 
water transportation and in the export trade 
of the products of the Mississippi Valley 
that this rapid increase of rallroads in the 
valley had not been deferred a few years, or 
until the waterways should have n im- 
proved and the products of the valley in- 
creased in proportion, which ‘will undoubt- 
edly be the case within a few years. 


This is a competition all business is liable 
to, which always works a hardship for a 
time. But in the end the general community 
are benefited. 

The tedious delays of the Government are 
not without some compensation on the Lower 
Missouri, even in this case. 

It is less than two years since the Govern- 
ment fuliy recognized the necessity of bulld- 
ingand maintaining levees to secure good 
and permatcent navisuation,. 

It this work had been pushed rapidly, re- 
rdless of the levees, much work would 
ve been done that would soon have to be 
done over again. 

A permanent system of levees under the 
control of the Government will de of so much 
value to the whole country that delay may be 
tolerated if necessary to secure greater good. 
Substantial and permanent improvements 
should be the policy of the Government, and 
doubtless are. Hence, ina distance of 1 
miles Over a shallow river, not much Im- 
provement can De looked for yet, under the 
circumstances. It would be an error, how- 
ever,to suppose no good has resulted to navi- 
gation by the expenditure of so large a sum 
of money. 

By perseverance and encouragement from 
the people of this valley there is no reason to 
believe that it will require üfty years“ or 
half of that time to secure a good navigable 
stage of water between here and the Gulf of 
Mexico, notwithstanding the opinion of some 
members of the River Commission. 

still, I don't believe the time will ever 
come when it will not be necessary to do 
some work in improving and repairing the 
navigation of this river. 

The proposition made by the commission to 
effect temporary improvement by the use of 
oo, boats isa step in the right direction, 
and it seems a practical resort, although, 
trom the red tape wins ae hg we yaa of the Gov. 
ernment they are making but slow headway, 
as Mr. Haarstick suggests. 

It is possible, even probable, that we may 
now have a succession of high-water seasons, 
— that usually follows a series of low 
water.

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FATHER CORBETT’S 2 


Bishop Bonacum Will Ering It to thé 
Attention of Archbishop Satolll. 


When Mer. Satolli, the Papal Delegate, 


sits in judgment on the dispute between Rt. * 
Rev. Bishop Bonacum of Lincoln, Neb., And 


Rev. Fr. M. J. Corbett, rector of St. Leo's 
Church, Palmyra, Neb:, he will have for his 
task the solution of one of the most intricate 
and embittered dead-locksgbetween a bishop 
and a priest which mark the 


record of the A Church in 
the United States. 28 clash between 
Bishop Bonacum and Corbett occurred 
about two years ago and the echo has been 
reverberating through Lincoln diocese ever 
since. But during the present month events 
have been hurrying toaclimax, and an early 
interference by Mgr. Satolli may be loo 

for. Things have gone too far to admit o 
compromise and the issue will be the 
unconditional surrender either of the 
Bishop or of Fr. Corbett. For the sake of | 
clearness, the recitation ofthe recent moves 
in the fight will be premised with a resume of 
phases 1 heed assed, 

When Bisho onacum gaveup his parish 
in this city in 1887 to assume the epico- 
pal office, he found that the cler 
of Lincola diocese were not all that could 
be desired by a man so deeply read in canon- 
ical lore. and ancient custom as the newly 
mitred prelate was. The result was the 
suspension of sixteen priests in three years. 
But these sixteen disci — measures 
were as nothing compare he toilsome 
— which the S 1 home 
o him. 

In August, 1891, Bishop Bonaeum accused 
Fr. Corbett of some trifling ecclesiastical of- 
fense, and on his own episcopal testimony, 
appeal to him guilty. Fr. Corbett took an 

to Rt. Rev. Bishop Scannell of Omaha 

in September, 1891,the latter decided that 
the procedure of Bishop Bonacum was irreg- 
ular, and that his charges against Rev. 
M. J. Corbett were not sus- 
tained. Bishop Bonacum hastened 
to St. Louis Sept. 21, 1891, to have Archbishop 
Kenrick reverse Bishop Scannell’s ruling, |‘ 
but the Metropolitan of this city refused to 
interfere in the matter and Bishop Bonacum 
departed in wrath. Bishop Bonacum has de- 
nied that he came here at that time to take 
an appeal, alleging that the object of his visit 
was tu consult his architect with regard to 
the plans for his Episcopal mansion. The 
action, as will be seen, was short and brisk, 
but a decisive victory for Fr. Corbett. 8kirm- 
ishes in plenty have since taken * dut 
neither side essayed to make decisive 
move until Bishop Bonacum had ‘the follow. 
ing order sent to Fr. Corbett:

HYPNOTIZED AND DESERTED. 


The sequel to the Elopement of a Danish 
Girl Across the Atlantic. 

CuIcaGo, III., Feb. 16.—The arrival here of 
Heinrich Akerman and his sister, Julia, 
from Sioux City, lo., om their way to Don- 
mark brings to light a strange story in which 
figures an elopement across the Atlantic, 
hypnotism and finally the desertion of the 
victim, a young Danish maiden of 17. 

The pretty Danish maiden is Julia Aker- 
man, and from her brether Heinrich the 
story is learned, Julia’s father, who died 
about four years ago, was one of the leading 
wholesale grocers of Copenhagen. His 
wealth was estimated at a million, an enor- 
mous fortu e in Denmark. Julia’s only 
brother, Heinrich, now manages the house. 
Their uncle is Adolph Hircholm, incumbent 
of the Castle Hircholm, in the District KIs! 
nore, near the famous Kronberg, some eight 
miles from Copenhagen. The castle is one of 
the landmarks of Denmark and with it is 
connected the legena of Holger Danske, who 
Is said to have died sitting at a table in the 
wine cellar. Holger’s beard, so runs the 
legend, has grown until it sweeps from the 
table to the floor, and in years to come he 
will be restored to life for the salvation of 
Denmark. 

Julia Akerman, was one of the belles of 
Copenhagen until ayear ago. She was pe- 
tite, willowy, had auburn hair and brown 
eyes, was afinished musician and spoke four 
languages. 

The tallor to the Akerman family for sev- 
eral years had been Christian Hermann. 
After the death ofthe elder Akerman Her- 
mann began to exercise a strange influence 
over Julia. 


Heinrich Akerman and his mother, Who was 


well advanced in years, one morning awoke 
to find Julia gone. Before long it became 
known that Christian Hermann also was 
missing. 

Search by the Denmark police disclosed 
that a couple answering the description of 
Julia and the tallor had embarked for Amer- 
ica on the Thingvalla Line steamer Island. 

At this point a friend of the Akermans in 
this country, Aleir Jurgensen, comes into 
the story. 

Mr. Jurgensen was a scboolmate in Den- 
mark of Heinrich Akerman, and, through a 
letter from him, heard of his sister’s disap- 
pearance. Mr. Jurgensen made inquiries in 
this country without getting any trace of 
Julia and the tallor. 

During his travels, his business as agent 
for a firm in New York taking him all over 
the country, Mr. Jurgensen visited Sioux 
City, Io., about eight weeks ago, and there, 
in the Sioux City & Pacific Railroad Station, 
he met Julia Akerman. 

She was pale and careworn, but he recog- 
nized heratonce. When approaciied by Mr. 
Jurgensen she at first denied her identity, 
but finaily broke down and admitted it. 

The story she told was remarkable, She 
said thet she had never loved Herrmann, 
had never intended toelope with him, and 
knew nothing of the departure from Copen- 
hagen until they were in midocean on the 
steamship. Herrmann, she declared, had 
exercised some strange spell over her. She 
firmly believed it to be bypnotism, and for 
a long time she was completely subject to 
his will. 

He began to abuse her, she sald, after they 
landea in America, and at Sioux © ity he de 
serted her. That was several months ago 
She had since supported herself by teaching 
music. 

To Mr. Jurgensen’s entreaties that she let 
him communicate with her family, witha 
view toherreturn, sheturned adeaf ear, 
saying she could never live through the dis- 
grace at home. 

Mr. Jurgensen, however, cabled to Hein- 
rich Akerman andthe brother immediately 
started for America. He found Julia in 
Sioux City four weeks ago and an affecting 
reconciliation followed. 

Heinrich brought news that their mother 
had died in Copenhagen five months ago,

Heinrich says that Christian Herrmann had 
stolen the senior Akerman’s will and had at- 
tempted to raise money on it.

The Search Continued Without Cessation 
in Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 16.—The search 
for the missing Sallie Moore is kept up with 
Vigilance by her friends and officers who 
have been prompted by the reward of $500 
offered for her recovery. 

At one of the employment offices where Miss 
Moore soughta situation she left her little 
satchel, promising to return the next day. 
This office has been watched constantly. It

to get her satchel. saturday afternoon the 
police were certain they would find her. But 
she never called for the satchel. 

This fact seems to bear out the theory that 
she either is sick in some private boarding:

left New York four weeks ago. The satchel 
contained nothing of value. sallie had money 
enough to buy a steerage passage to Fiorida, 
but it is certain she did not buy a ticket here. 
if she ts sick in some boarding-house or has 
secured employment through a newspaper 
advertisement the publicity that has been 
given her case will be sure to make her dis- 
covery only a question of a few days. 

It is now four weeks since she disappeared 
from New York City. Long before she left 
her home in Marion, Ky., four months ago, 
to visit her sister in New York, she had con- 
tracted a secret marriage. 

Miss Moore remained with her sister, Mrs.
